No agreement could be 
reached, it was stated.

Anglo-Russian 
negotiations 
collapsed after; 18^6 hours, according 
to authoritative information, on the 
refusal of the soviet representatives 
to accept the article which, they in­ 
sisted, left the way open for England 
eventually to demand compensation 
for foreign property nationalized by 
the soviet 
government. 
In 
other 
words, it was a clash between com­ 
munism 
and 
capitalism, 
though 
there had been many evasive discus­ 
sions of other features of Article 14. 
Both the Russians and the Eng­ 
lish were so exhausted that they im­ 
mediately went to bed, and even the 
British foreign office lacks full de­ 
tails of the final hours of the battle 
between tht advocates of the two 
widely different economic systems.
